Discussed By Knepp 

As a nation the United States is 
just beginning to realize the full con¬ 
sequence of the wasteful use it has 
made of the most important natural ' 
resourse the soil. As long as farm¬ 
ers could find new* land when the 
old began to drop in quality, they | 
had very little interest in the fate j 
of the soil. 

As Secretary Wallace pointed out 
"Not until the frontier dissolved in¬ 
to the Pacific did we realize that the 
exchanging wQfnout land for new was 
gone. At last most people have be¬ 
come awafe that the soil is neither 
unexhaustible nor indestructible Un¬ 
less posterity is to be robbed of its 
most priceless heritage, "productive 
land ", soil erosion must be controlled. 

Perhaps no other nation has run 
through her soil resources as fast 
and riotously as the United States. 

Northwest China is often cited as 
the country which has lost most, 
from the misuse of her soil. Com¬ 
pared to China, the United States is 
a young country. Our soils hare not 
been washed nor exhausted to any 
such an extent as those of Northern 
China. But we have been traveling 
the destruction road at a rapid "ate. 
Probably at a more rapid pace than 
hat set by China. 

We must run pay the price for our 
-eckless use of our land. The day of 
reckoning has come. Whenever we 
try to evade this fact we can only 
:mt the punishment off and can not 
evade it 

According to the most recent sur. 
uey made by the government there 
s over 100.000.000 acres of land in 
the Unit d States w'hich has been 
completely ruined because the soil 
has been washed away. This is equal 
I to all the farm land in Illinois. Indi- 
I ana and Missouri.
